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mT’ isan ancient, and will be 
everlaftingly a juft Obferva- 
tion, that there is a Mean 
Sin all Things, and that in 
diftinguifhing it confilts true 
2 Wifdom; as true Virtue 
doth in practifing what Wil 
dom direéts. Hence arifes 
that Divifion of Minds into 
great and little, fo commonly 
made, tho’ perhaps not fo commonly underflosd. He 
is truly faid to have a great Mind, who hath made 
Wifdom fo habitual that it forfakes him not in the 
grearclt Trials, but enables him co ftcer with a firm 
and fteady Hand in all Weathers; as the Skill of a 
Pilot is beft difcovered when the Sea runs high, and 
the Winds whiltle with unufual Force. To apply 
this Maxim to many Accidents would be tedious ; 
to apply it to none, might leave the Truth thereof 
doubstul. I wi'l fingle out one therefore, and having 
carefully confidered it, I fhall leave the reft to be 
fupply’d by the Reader’s Meditation. 
THER is rot among the Sorrows and Croffes in- 
cident to Mortals, a more affeting, a more trying 
Circunftance, than the Lofs of a Perfon dear to one ; 
fuch as a Friend, Companion, or a J¥ife. To fupport 
this in fuch a Manner as to appear wholly infonfible, 
is incompatible with a great Mind ; becaufe it is un- 
natural. Solon breke out into Sighs an! Tears when 
he was told that his Son was dead ; Tully fhewed 
tie fame Terdernefs for his Daughter; nay, the 
blejed Author of our Holy Religion is noted to fave 
fhed ‘Tears for Lazarus. Sorrow therefore on fuch 
Occafionsis not weak or womarith, but mof humane, 
and confequently moft commendable. The fame 
thing cannct be faid of exceflive Demonftrations cf 
Grict, much lefs of publick and affe@ted Signs thereof. 
Yoan, Queen ot Caftile, the Mother of he Emperor 
‘barles V. was fo fond of her Husband, Philip of 
fufiria, that after his Death fhe fpent ber wrole 
ite in Mourning, and carried his dead Body «bout 
ith her wherever fhe went. Not fo Cirvelia, the 
forher of the Gracchi, behaved aftet having loft, in 
he Perfons of her Sons, the two great:ft Men in 
Rome; fhe wept and lamented them, but wich De- 
ency and Moderation, and with thar Fortirude of 
find, as to be able to anfwer one who called her 
onfortlefs and defolate Mother; # /hall never Eficem 
er comfortlefs or defolate who bore the GraccHi ; 
pptfing the Remembrance of her Sons to the Lofs 
' them; and the Fame of their Lives, to the 
nought of their Dece ife ; Remedies ealyv and Na- 
ral, vetnot to be exrra&ked bur b. good Senfe, or 
Ds practiicd by any but agrear Mind. 
As there are Degrees of Sorrow proportion’d to 
heir Cauies, fo the Circumf@ances of thofe who 
ieve, quite change the Nature of the Thing, and 
axe that fit for one Ma» todo, which would be 
proper and abfurd in another. Seneca obferves in 


s Confolation to Marcia, that 4 certain Pontifex 


aximus being infotm'd of the Death of his two 
ns while he was engaged in folemnizing Divine 
orfhip, neither alter’d his Counteaance, nor 
anged his Voice, but fung the Hymn to Fupiter, 
th al] the Fervour and Devotion with which he 
s accuftomed to do it at other Times: But when 
came home he gave way to his paternal Tenderne(s, 
i in the Language of the Poet, 


With all the Anguifh of a Father monrn'd. 


ALL Hiftorians agree in mentioning with great 
plaufe, that Sreadinefs of Mind with which the 
ath of the Duke of Buckingham was heard by his 
fier. Mr. Waller, in a Copy of Verfes on that 
ect, after having fhewn the Superiority of Chri- 
an Courage fn rhe King, over the Fortitude of 
pan Heroes, concludes very politely with thefe 
¢s, which [ the rather quote, becaufe ir fets the 
ength of Soul in its true Light. 


uch Lioh Extremes inbabit th rect M nd, 
od-like unnou'd;, and yet like omankixd ! 
hich of the antient Posts bad not bi ought 
y uv Charles’, Pedigre from Heav’n, and ta mght 
4 fome bright Dame, compreft by miohty Joys, 
decd lis mixta Divivity and Lows. 


So then the Great have their Sorrows as well as 
other Men; but if co the outward Shew of Greatnets 
there be added alfoa Mind truly.Great, their Sor- 
rows are fupported with a Conttancy different trom 
that of other Men. Toere isa Durty owing to Dig- 
nity as well as to Nature, and that ought to take 
Place of this ; becaufe what we owe to our Dignity 
we owe to Providence, who in beftowing it, created 
an Obligation of difcharging it as we ought: This is 
that DiftinGion, whereon.is founded thote Commen- 
dations which have been in all: Ages given to Men 
who have fupported their Charaéters at the Expence 
of their Paffions. The High Prieft of the Jeaws never 
put on Mourning, or fhew'd any outward Sig>s of 
Grief for the Death of his neareft Relations; his 
Office, tho’ not his Perfon, being held fuperior 'o 
human Frailties, which, it they cou'd nor be avoided, 
were yet to be concealed for the Sake of the People. 
Seneca praifes dugufius and Tiberius, for having fuch 
a Command over their Tempers, as to be able to de- 
liver in Publick the Funeral Orations of thofe who 
were deareft to them, their dead Bodies lying all the 
Time in their Sight. If any Notions ot Greatnefs, 
if any Senfe of Exaltation could filence the Voice of 
Nature, and extinguifh that Tenderne’s incident to 
the human Frame, there could be no Merit at all in 
this Conduct; on the contrary, it would defrve 
Cenfure, asthe Effect of Vanity. But as we know 
that in thefe Cafés all Men are Men, and thar if there 
be any Difference in Atfiction, the Great have over 
Bicafure on their Side, we juttly admire that Srea- 
dinefs of Behaviour which is the Refult of Reston, 
and which, while it fupports the Charaéter of Him 


who wears it, fhews Hi at the fame time worthy of . 


that Dignity he pofleifes. 

THE Propriety of this Remark will appear fill in 
a ftronger Light, if we confider what ir is that truly 
diftingnithes the Great from the ordinary Rank of 
Men. Itis not certainly the Splendor of their Ap- 
pearance, the Affiuence in which they live, or the 
Pomp of their Attendance, thefe Things belong to 


Greatme’s, therefore they cannot confer it. Ie sras 


sjultly faid by an Atienian Painter to a Perfian Noble- 


man, who talk’d foolithly in his Shop abour the Art 
he profefs'd: Afy Lord, eh le you held your Toneue, the 
Lufire of your Purp'e, and the Crecud of your Servants, 
firuck my Preple with Aave , but ly fpeaking, you have 
made yourfelt ridiculous to the Beys who erind my Co'ours. 
The teuly Great, are fu h as being elevated either by 
Birth or Fortune, conciliate the Affections of Man- 
kind by a juft Difplay of Merit. By adjufting their 
Actions to that Station wherein Providence hath 
placed them, by being eafy of Acce%, open in their 
Converfation, Sinccre towards their Fricnds, generous 
to their Enemies, and Beneficent to all Men; by 
adding Honour to ail the Emp'oyments they injoy, 
throagh their Manner of difCharging them ; by ac- 
quiring fuch Employments fairly; by parting with 
them rather than their Integrity ; by refuming them 


‘from the Diétares of publick Spirit, and by ufing 


them rather for the Gcod of others than their own; 
bY enduring Adverfity with a Firmnefs demontftrative 
of Innocence ; by ufing Opportunities with a Ski'l 
peculiar to a high Genius; by conduGting Affairs.in 
-Profperitv, with the fame Calmnefs and Moderation 
which deferved good Fortune: Thefe diflinpuith the 
truly Great, and from thele only we are to expect 
fuch extraordinary Inftances of Steadinels of Soul as 
have been before meationed. 

To thefe Reflections let us add another, which 
arifes naturally from the Subjeét, viz. The A/ifakes 
made by mean Minds, as to the Condutt of the 
Great. This, at firft Sight, may feem fa contradict 
fomething heretofore advanced; burif ir be thorough- 
ly weighed, it will be found to be .a fecming Costra- 
diftion onty. There isa Degree of Wifdom and good 
Senfe requifite, to judge rightly of the A€tions of 
thofe who are guided by the Didtates of the fublim-ft 
Reafon: For want of this, Virtues have becn fre- 
quently miftaken forVices, and the beft AGtions pafs'd 
with the greateft Part of Mankind for the very Worft. 
The Caufe of this, next to Folly and Ignorance, is 
that Partiality which Men naturally have for their 
own Notions: They think at every turn how they 
fhould behave themfelves, and thev judge of another 
Man's Conduét by bis crooked Rule, withour ad- 
gerting to the Reafon of the Thing or the Diltererce 


of Circumftances. ‘The Centempre therefore of vulgar 
Opinions, is another Excelence which aillinguithes a 
Mind truly Great, and enables it co rreterve itielf in 
itsown Orb without regretting, nay, without heed- 
ing what is faid by thofs whom Folly and Pre‘udice 
hinder from fayirg eny thing to the Purpof Just 
asthe Moon, according tothe eltablifh'd Laws of 
her Motion, emerges from an Eclip{e, while the Bar- 
bariars beneath her are beating Panns and Kettles, 
forfooth, to help her. Noife and Hurry are, with 
the Mob, Expreifions of Paflion; nor Rave they any 
Notion of filent Sadnefs, or of Sorrow without Tears. 
But thofe who love and feek Wifdom, know that 
there is a rational Mournir p, which partakes at once 
of Pain and Pleafure, of Gricf and Satisfaétion, of 
Uneafinets for the Lo/s received, and of a joyful Senate 
of that Peace and franquillity, that Shore where 
Trouble never rouls, and where the black Winds of 
Care can aever blow, to which the départed Soul ts 
wafted by Providence to injoy endlefs Quiet. Thete 
Tnoug'its produce that meiancholy Serenity, that 
true Refignation of Mind which difpofes a Man to 
fullfl the Duty of a Cresture, by yielding, without 
Relu@ance, to the Willi of his Creator. . This is that 
Mean in Sorrow, which the habitual Widem ef a 
great-Mind, enables it to chu‘e and to maintain, with- 
out fining either into Jnfer{bility on the one Sand, 
or inio wnmanly Werknefs om the other.

Y¥ a rich Caravan arrived from Bagdad we hear, 
that the Bafhaw of that Ciry having attacked 
the Rebel who committed great Ravegcs in thofe 
Parts, the latter had been obliged to retire tothe 
Mountains ; that feveral of his principal Adherents 
were fince returned to the Obedience of the Grand 
Seignior, and fome of them put immediasely under 
Arrelt; that being all examined, two of them were 
found guilty of fuch heinous Crimes, that they could 
not potiibly be pardoned, and were therefore ftrangled, 
aid their Heads fence to Conftantinople, whither fe- 
veral of their Accomplices were al'o carried to give 
an Account of theie Conduct to bis Highnels. 
Smyrna, May 2. The Rebel Sary-Bey-Oplow, 
kept very clofe for fevcral Days after his Retreat from 
this City, and fent abroad a Report that he died fud- 
denly, on Purpofe, as ‘tis thought, to impofe upon 
the Bafhaw of Guzelhiffar, in order to furprize him 
the betrer when a fair Opportunity fh uld prefent. 
But tlis Trick failing, he came egain ‘with his 
People before this City on the 15th Inftanr, awd fum- 
moned the Imhabitanrs to furrender in nine Days 
time, threatening, in cafe of Refufal, to give a ge- 
neral Storm tothe Place, and to fpare none of the 
Inhabitants if they tell in his Power. ‘The batter 
refolved at firft to defend theniitives to the laft Man, 
and in purfuance of the faid Refoluti on, 502 Horfe 
and goo Foor, fallied upon the Enemy the fame 
Day; bur after a very bloody Battle, which lafed 
near two Hours, they were ob ‘ped (9 retire Into the 
City. The Rebels encouraged by this Succefs, came 
within Musket Shot of the Town, and a great Fire 
there was On both Sides all the Night long. Never- 
theiefs Sary-Bey-Oglow made bimielf Mafter ct a 
Mofgue, which ferved at the fame for a FortreGs, 
and was defended by sco Men. .During this, the 
reft of his Men endeavour’d to feize the Gate of 
Tiria ; but the Bafhaw and the Cadis perceiving, 
from an Eminence where they were pofted, that the 
Danger encreafed more and more, detach’d 80 Horfe, 
fupported by a great Body of Janiffaries, Armenians, 
and other Inhabitants of rhe City, to diflodge Sary- 
Bey-Oglow from the Mofque of which he had taken 
Poficfhon, when the Rebel did all that could be ex. 
peét-d from him upon the like Occafion to animate 
his Men ; bus “twas alb in vain, tor he was. not onl 
obliged co quit that Pof, but alfa to fly with the ur 
moft Precipitation. The Garifon of the Town pur- 
fued him with Vigour, and returned the 16th with 
300 Prifoners, and a very confiderable Booty, which 
confiftsd of Camels, Horfes, Arms, Ammunition, 
&c. This A@ion lated 28 Hours, wherein che Re- 
bels, who were to the Number of about 3000, loft . 
about one third of their Men: We can’t yet difcover 
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the Fugitives; bes ‘ris hop’d that 

se ia have co return into t-efe Parts, 

¢ pear thatthe Bafha w Imbrahor, has 

ders trom the Grand Seignior to aflembdle 
vs for dilperting thofe Vagabonds.
